The coroner's jury exceeds its 
authority when it passes upon the 
guilt or innocence of any one. Its 
duty is to inquire and say in writ- 
ing in what manner the person 
whose body is before them came to 
his death — when, how and by 
whom, ami who were present, and 
who are culpable of the act. 

Tho examining court, from the
